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Obama says plane search 
a Hop priority' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama said 
Wednesday tlie search for the 
missing Malaysian airliner 
was a "top pnority" for the 
United Slates and offered 
every p ossible resource — in¬ 
cluding tlie FBI. 

In his first on camera 
comments on the mystery of 
Malaysia Arhnes Flight 370, 
Obama offered tlioughts and 
prayers to tlie relatives of the 
missing passengers. 

'I want tliem to be assured 
tliat we consider this a top pri¬ 
ority,' Obama told Dallas tel¬ 
evision station KDFW m an 
interview at the White House. 

'We have put every re¬ 
source that we have available 
at tlie disposal of tlie search 
process,' he said. 

'Tilere has been close co¬ 
operation widi die Malaysian 
government.' 

Obama said the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the 
National Transportation 
Safety' Board and any agency 
or official that deals with avi¬ 
ation was at the disposal of 
die investigation. 

Malaysia has asked the 
FBI to help recover data 
deleted from a flight simula¬ 
tor in the home of the pilot of 
a missing Malaysian j et, a US 
official said Wednesday. 

Tlie official, who spoke to 
AFP on condition of 
anonymity, confirmed the re¬ 
quest related to the Malaysia 


Airlines Flight 370 probe -- 
first reported by the New 
York Times -- without offer¬ 
ing furdier camment. 

Malaysian p olice removed 
the flight simulator from 
Captain Zahane Ahmad 
Shah's home on Saturday. 

The Times quoted a semor 
US law enforcement official 
as saying that Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents m 
Kuala Lumpur would likely 
make copies of the simula¬ 
tor's hard drive and send the 
contents back to analysts in 
the United States who spe¬ 
cialize 111 retneval of deleted 
computer data 

"fhght now, it's the best 
chance we have of finding 
sometlimg," that official told 
the newspaper on condition 
of anonymity 

FBI investigators are aid¬ 
ing a team probing the disap¬ 
pearance of MH370, which 
vanished m the early hours of 
Mai'ch S witli 239 passengers 
and crew on board. 

Personnel from the US 
National Transportation 
Safety Board and the Federal 
Aviation Adirum strati on are 
also helping to track down 
tlie Boeing 777. 

"■We have contributed a 
significant number of re¬ 
sources and assets to the 
search for the plane and to 
the investigation into what 
happened,"' ’While House

Keri*y angered by Israeli minister's sharp 
criticism 


KIEV (AFP) - Ukraine an¬ 
nounced plans Wednesday to 
drop out of a key post-Soviet 
alliance and slap entry visas 
an Paissians wlule also 
prepanng for a passible 
Cnmean withdrawal follow¬ 
ing the Krenilin's absarptian 
af the pemnsula. 

Kiev's first fimi response 
to Russia's claim to the 
strategic Blaiiic Sea peninsula 
came as a deadline expired 
an an ultimatum set by the 
acting president far Crimea's 
separatist leaders to release 
the captured head of the 
Ukrainian navy. 

The spiralling crisis 
prompted the Wliite House to 
warn Russia it was "creating 
a dangerous situation" and 
the NATO commander to call 
the Rremlm's seizure of 
Cnmea "^tlie gravest threat to 
Eurapean security and stabil¬ 
ity since tlie end of tlie Cold 
War". 

Germany said it was sus¬ 
pending a major arms deal 
with Moscow -- a signal that 
Washington's EU allies were 
willing to take mare serious 
punitive steps against the 
Kremlin despite their heavy 
dependence on Russian en¬ 
ergy supplies. 

But Moscow appeared 
ready to up tlie diplomatic 
stakes, warning Washington 
it was prepanng a "wide 
range" of countermeasures 
should the United States fol¬ 
low tlnough on threats to im- 
pase broad economic 
sanctions.

"It IS certainly confusing 
to us why Defense Minister

A spokesman for state mo¬ 
nopoly Russian Railways, 
cited by RIA Novosti news 
agency, said the comp any was 
"ready to take part in develop¬ 
ing the project' 

Eai'ly this month, Russian

Medvedev put federal road 
agency Rosavtodorm charge 
of the bridge proj ect. 

Hie p r oj ect had b e en agree d 
in December between Russia 
and the fomier Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment of now ousted presi¬ 
dent Viktor Yanukovych. 

A bridge between the 
Cnmean town of Kerch and 
the long Chushka spit on the 
Taman pemnsula m Russia's 
Krasnodai'region has been en¬ 
visioned for decades since the 
Soviet era. 

In tlie 199Os, a new bridge 
was lobbied for by then-mayor 
of Moscow YLiry Luzlikov, 
with reports estimating the 
cost at about J1 biUion at the 
time.

No maternity leave for 
women using surrogates: 
EU top court 



LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - 
Women who use surrogate 
mothers to have a child do not 
have a legal right to maternity 
leave when the baby is bom, 
the European Court of Justice 
mled. 

The European Urn on's 
highest court said EU “law 
does not establish a light to 
paid leave equal to maternity 
leave or adoption, leave" for 
women having a child by a 
surrogate. 

At tlie same time, EU mem¬ 
ber states are fi'ee to apply 
more accommodating mles if 
they choose to do so, it added 

The court was considering 
two cases, one of a British 
woman who could not get 
pregnant and had a child, fa¬ 
thered by her husband but car¬ 
ried by another woman and 
using another woman's egg. 

Tlie husb and and wife were 
subsequently given fiill 
parental rights over the cbld 
with the consent of the surro¬ 
gate motlier 


In the second case, a 
woman in Ireland who was 
fertile tut had no uterus, used 
a surro gate mother in Califor¬ 
nia. She and her husband 
were the child's fijll biological 
parents and recognised as 
such under US law. 

In both cases, however, 
when the women asked for 
maternity leave so as to look 
after their babies, their em¬ 
ployers turned them down on 
the grounds that neither had 
gone tlirougli a pregnancy or 
adopted their children. 

R.e vie wing the cases 
against EU legislation on con¬ 
ditions for working mothers, 
fair treatment and physical 
handicap, the court said it 
could find no grounds to say 
that such a refusal of mater- 
mty leave breached EU law 

The relevant 159J law 
staled that maternity leave 
must be granted to a woman 
'who has been pregnant and 
who has given birth to a 
child," it noted. 


Tamiflu cuts flu death risk 
by 25 percent: study 



PARIS (AFP) - The anti-virus drug Tamiflu reduced the 
risk of death from flu by a quarter among adults who took 
it during the 2009-2D10 H1N1 influenza pandemic, a study 
said. The findings, published in The Lancet on Wednes¬ 
day, should be a useful guide to doctors weighing op¬ 
tions for treating flu, the authors sacd.The research 
collated data from 78 studies, covering more than 29,000 
patients in 38 different countries, admitted to hospital 
during the HINt flu scare. A novel flu strain, MINI ini- 
tially stoked fears of a massive death toll in line with ffu 
pandemics of the previous century. But the strain turned 
out to be far less lethal, with a mortality rate simitar to 
that of annual, or "seasonal", strains of flu. Tamiflu - lab 
name oseltamivir-is the most widely used of two front¬ 
line drugs used to fight flu by inhibiting viral replication. 
There was no significant impact on risk among children 
given the drug. The Lancet is a peer-reviewed journal, 
meaning that papers are vetted by external experts be¬ 
fore publication.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Toyota Motor Corp. will pay $1.2 billion to settle US criminal 
charges tfiat itiied to safety regulators and the public as it tried to cover-up deadly ac¬ 
celerator defects. The Japanese auto giant eventually recafled 12 million vehicles 
worldwide in 2009 and 2010 at a cost of S2.4 billion as the scandal over sudden, unin¬ 
tended acceleration spread and tarnished its once-stellar reputation. Dozens of deaths 
were blamed on the defects which caused vehicles to speed out of control and fail to 
respond to the brake. In reaching the settlement, Toyota admitted that it lied when It 
insisted in 2009 that it had addressed the "root cause" of the problem by fixing floor 
mats that could trap the accelerator. As part of the cover-up, Toyota scrapped plans to 
fix the "sticky pedal" defect in the United States and instructed employees and its parts 
supplier not to put anything about the design changes in writing. Toy ota eventually re¬ 
vealed the sticky pedal problems and recalled millions of affected vehicles. But it con¬ 
tinued to try to cover its tracks by lying to the public, safety regulators and even a US 
congressional hearing about when the problem was discovered, the settlement agree¬ 
ment said.
